The little vessel 
was lifted almost entirely out of the 
water. Her upper works were blown 
away and her hull was turned bottom 
up in torty feet of water. Most of her 
passengers and crew were asleep at 
ine time and were drowned in their 
berths.

Around 
its base on stormy market days hro-'- 
kers howl and shout themselves hoarse 
of voice and red as to face in their ef- 
forts to borrow money or to lend it at 
tho best prevailing rates. 


Kvcry day around the loan po^t from 


?:j.").tXH),0(X) to !?50,00(i.OOU is loaned to 
needy stockbrokers to tide over their 
deals or to complete big transactions 
already tinder way. 
On a very busy 


day or nt a panicky season the scram- 
ble about the loan post takes on the 
appearance of au active Irish fair. Ev- 
ery dollar thus loaned on the door of 
the exchange is secured by collateral 
security considered gilt edged by the 
man with the money. 


These money lenders of the exchange 


turn capital over rapidly. Most of the 
money Is loaned on "call." says a cor- 
rcspoufleut of tho Pittsburg Dispatch, 
which means that the lender may call 
it in at any time, and seldom is it 
loaned in this way for longer than thir- 
ty to sixty days. The rate of interest 
changes often, but it i'5 usually on an 
ascending scale. In panic times it has 
been known to go as high as uO find 00 
>er cent. Kussell Sage, who lias been 
lending money for sixty years, is the 
largest .private money lender in the 
United States. Mr. Sage for his mon- 
ey asks only the ruling rate.

Wall street is to lend it when tho 


a!her money brokers are pinching and 
squeezing and threatening collapse to 
tin; market. Frequently lie sends one 
of his partners to the floor of the ex- 
change when either hulls or bears are 
in n demoralized condition with the 
announcement that he has $1(1,000,000 
or ?!.",000,000 to lend at the legal rate. 
As the "legal rate" is frequently from 
3 to 10 per cent below the rail1 the oth- 
er private lenders are charging, the 
effect of his partner's appearance on 
the floor of the exchange with a state- 
ment of that tenor Is electrical, and the 
rate comes tumbling down.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


The Problem of Stm«lt»»«««u M*«- 


M«M In th« Smne Oadlwt. 


At an early period of the practical 


history of wireless telegraphy it was 
seen that the usefulness of this art 
might be considerably curtailed by the 
fact that but one message could be 
transmitted between any two stations 
within the sphere or "radius" of influ- 
ence of the transmitter, since the at- 
tempt to transmit even two messages 
at one time would result in an unin- 
telligible mixture of both messages. 
Several inventors have been more re- 
cently at -K'ork trying to overcome this 
defect, and, it is claimed, with success, 
notably Dr. Lodge, Signor Marconi and 
Dr. Slaby. The plan followed by these 
gentlemen has 'been that of employing 
a syntonlc or tuning method—that is, 
the transmitting and receiving circuits 
are adjusted or "attuned" to a given 
rate of electrical oscillations. 


It Is a well known experiment that 


when two tuning forks having an iden- 
tical fundamental rate of vibrations are 
placed In suitable proximity either fork 
may be set into vibration by nlr waves 
set up by the other fork, and neither 
will be set into vibration by another 
fork of different note. The tuning fork 
Is a persistent vibrator by virtue of two 
qualities which It possesses, elasticity 
and Inertia. 
When struck a smart 


blow, it moves from its point of rest 
Directly Its elasticity returns it to its 
point of rest its inertia carries it past 
that point, its elasticity returns It to 
zero point, inerttla carries it past, and 
so on, until the resistance of the air and 
other causes stop it. Analogously an 
electrical circuit may be given, in al- 
most any desired proportion, the equiv- 
alents of mechaulcal inertia, elnsticUy 
arid resistance, in inductance, capacity* 
and ohmlc resistance respectively, and 
the weight of electric oscillation of a 
circuit may be varied by varying these 
factors —the smaller the factors the 
higher the rate of oscillation. 


When, then, the receiving circuit of a 


wireless telegraph system is accurately 
tuned to oscillate in harmony with the 
transmitting circuit, which can be done 
by giving the respective circuits prac- 
ticnlly equal inductance, capacity and 
resistance, the receiving circuit will re- 
spond ouly to the oscillations set up hy 
a transmitter correspondingly tuned. 
At least this is briefly the theory on 
which these experiments are based. 
In experimenting Marconi and others 
have, it is stated, found that perfect 
syntony between the respective sta- 
tions is not absolutely essential, but 
that if there is a marked divergence of 
frequency of oscillation between them 
the receivers will not respond to any 
hut 
their 
correspondingly attuned 


transmitters.—Gassier's Magazine. 


A Storm That Helped. Science. 
European scientific journals remark 


that the groat storm of red dust that 
s-.vcpt up from Africa over Europe in 
March of hist year performed a serv- 
ice for which men of science should he 
grateful by coloring the glaciers of the 
Alps on a grand scale and thus produc- 
ing a stratum in the vast ice streams 
the red hue of which will render it rec- 
ognizable for many years. The impor- 
tance of this consists in the fact that 
by noting the position of the dust stain- 
ed layer the movements of the glaciers 
can be studied more accurately than 
would be possible without the aid of so 
extensive and distinct a marking. 


Going: to Extremes.

A .table is arranged so that 
persons on the road can place their 
money on it without entering the vehi- 
cle, and under the table is a safe into 
which the money drops through a slot 
A proper receipt is given and an entry 
made in a-book. This is to encourage 
thrift by making deposits easy.

The bureau of engraving and print- 


Ing has received instructions from the 
postoffice department to prepare de- 
signs for an entire new series of post- 
age stamps, says the Washington Star. 


The question of a new series of 


stamps was discussed in the fall fol- 
lowing the death of President McKin- 
ley, and at that time the impression 
prevailed that when the new set .was 
ordered the portrait of President Mc- 
Kinley would surely adorn one of the 
denominations. Undoubtedly that was 
the plan at that time, but the depart- 
ment concluded to place the portrait of 
the late president upon a new postal 
card of unique design, and this remov- 
ed him in a sense from the list of eligi- 
bles. 


However, a new face will appear up- 


on one of the stamps, that of the late 
President Harrison. In order that there 
might be a place for his portrait, at the 
same time giving the public the best 
service, a new denomination was cre- 
ated, a thirteen cent stamp. There will 
be practically no demand for a stamp 
of this value for domestic use, but for 
foreign use there is a place for this de- 
nomination. Thirteen cents represents 
the cost of sending u registered letter 
^weighing not more than one-half ounce 
to any country within the postal union. 
Heretofore it has been necessary to use 
a flve and an eight cent stamp. Mrs. 
Benjamin Harrison has furnished the 
department a photograph of General 
Harrison which meets her approval for 
tho purpose proposed. 


Aside from the introduction of Gen- 


eral Harrison's face Into the postal gal- 
lery of notables only one other change 
will be made in the personnel of the 
series. Commodore Perry, whose face 
has adorned the ninety cent value from 
1870 down to 1894 and the dollar from 


to the present date, will be super- 


seded upon the dollar denomination by 
another famous sea fighter, Admiral 
Farragut Commodore Perry disap- 
pears permanently. 


As at present constituted the full set 


Is ns follows: One cent, green, face of 
Franklin; two cent, carmine, face of 
Washington; three cent, purple, face of 
Jackson; four cent, dark brown, face 
of Lincoln; five cent, chocolate, face of 
Grant; six cent, red brown, face of 
Gnrfield; eight cent, mauve, face of 
Sherman; ten cent, face of Webster; 
fifteen cent, dark blue, face of Clay; 
fifty cent, orange, face of Jefferson; one 
dollar, black, face of Perry; two dollar, 
sapphire, face of Madison; five dollar, 
dark green, face of Marshall. 


The present series of postage stamps 


has been in continuous use for 
twelve years, which is much longer than 
the life of the ordinary series. There 
have been some changes since 1890, 
such as substitution of the fifty cent 
for the thirty cent, tho dollar for the 
ninety cent, addition of the two dollar 
and five dollar values and some slight 
changes of Interest to stamp collectors, 
but the size, designs and colors of most 
of the stamps are the same as in 1S90. 


Tho postoffice department has re- 


quested tho bureau to take special 
pains to make the series particularly 
attractive and distinctive. It is sug- 
gested that the Pan-American stamps 
were extremely satisfactory from an 
artistic standpoint, and the hope is ex- 
pressed that the new set may be-equal- 
ly as fine specimens of American handi- 
work. 


It is proposed that everything in con- 


iieciiou with the series shall be^new, 
New designs for borders will be drawn, 
new shades of color employed, and the 
new stamps may be of different size 
and shape. The postofiice department 
has requested the bureau to"secure, if 
possible, new portraits and better ones 
if obtainable. 


It is proposed that above the face the 


words "Series 1902" shall appear in 
small type, and below the name of the 
subject, with the date of birth and 
death. The ten cent special delivery 
stamps will be slightly changed in de- 
sign, and the color will be orange in 
stead of blua. 


It is interesting to note that since 


13G1 
but two presidents have not been 


honored by placing their portraits upon 
a postage stamp, Johnson and Arthur. 
Cleveland, still living, not being eligi- 
ble. 


It is not unlikely that when another 


new design for a postal card shall be 
adopted, and these designs ch.tnge of- 
ten, that President McKinley will take 
n place upon a postage stamp, possibly 
superseding Sherman on the eight or 
iWebster on the ten cent. 


A place to put everything must -pre-

To secure drawers 
that are broader than their height It' 
may be necessary to secure boxes of; 
the right size in length and Breadth,' 
then to cut off a piece of the top, mak- 
ing the height of the bottom part that 
Is left just right to go Into its compart- 
ment. 


The locker we have in mind calls for 


several sizes of boxes. It will be well 
to get the boxes together before mak- 
ing the framework of boards that is to 
hold them, then plans can be made ac- 
cording to the sizes that are at band. 
It must be noted that all the boxes 
must be of the same size from front 
to rear, while four may be of the same 
width; one opening may be left for a 
closet, a door simply being hinged into 
the opening. The door is made of strips 
of board, with two cleats across the 
back, to which the strips are nailed. 


The locker when completed is sup- 


ported against the wall by a pair of 
stout brackets, to be had at the bard- 
ware store, where knobs for the draw- 
ers and a catch for the closet door can 
also be obtained for a few cents.

Information has reached New York 


that policies aggregating $750,000 have 
been taken out on the life of Marconi 
by the Wireless Telegraph company of 
Great Britaty. This is one of the most 
Interesting cases ever reported where 
persons npt directly related to the in- 
sured have sought protection against 
loss through the death of a great in- 
ventor, says the New York Post Th« 
risk has been reinsured among a half 
dozen English companies, although a 
single policy was written covering the 
entire amount. The beneficiaries ap- 
plied for insurance on the ground that 
the death of Marconi would jeopardize 
their interests and interfere seriously 
with the carrying out of their project. 


While no American life company 


was concerned in the venture, there, 
can be little doubt that such insurance 
would have been Issued in New York 
city had the risks been applied for 
there. Although American companies 
avoid such risks as a rule, adhering 
strictly to the contract which affords 
protection to tho relatives of the in- 
sured person, yet in cases where the 
insurable interests are in peril and 
properly provided for policies are is- 
sued without question. The insurance 
taken out on the life of Marconi is 
similar to the policies now outstanding 
at Lloyds, London, against the death 
of J. Picrpont Morgan of New York. 
In the case of Mr. Morgan insurance 
was asked for by persons who had 
never seen him and were not in any 
way related to him, but the protection 
was granted on the ground that a' 
proper insurable Interest existed in the 
applicants' connection with, great en- 
terprises with whose management Mr. 
Morgan was identified. So far as is 
known Mr. Morgan is the only Ameri- 
can whose life has been thus insured 
at Lloyds. 


Hundreds of policies have been 


taken out on the life of King Edward 
by persons whose business would be 
ruined in case of his death. Many 
such risks have been written for the 
coronation year, the total amount now 
in force aggregating several million 
pounds sterling. 
These risks, how- 


ever, are far removed from the old 
fashioned life contract, and many pol- 
icies written at Lloyds have little if 
any regard for insurable interest, be- 
ing based on gambling propositions 
alone. At Lloyds, London, every con- 
ceivable form of insurance is written, 
covering risks varying from protection 
against increases in the rate of income 
taxation to smallpox indemnity and 
what is known as "freak" insurance. 
Scarcely any risk, however hazardous, 
Is refused if a tempting premium is 
offered. 


Stranpre Tiling* About Plants. 


Strange things arc found among the 


plants and vegetables. A well known 
student of nature once tried the grow- 
ing forces of a squash. When it was 
eighteen days old and measured seven- 
teen inches in circumference, he fixed 
n sort of harness around it, with a long 
lever attached. 
The power of the 


squash was measured by the weight it 
lifted, the weight being fixed to the 
lover. When it was {wenty days old, 
two days nfter the harness was fixed 
on it, it lifted sixty pounds. On the 
nineteenth day it lifted 5,000 pounds. 


The seed of the globe turnip is about 


the twentieth part of an inch in diam- 
eter, and yet in the course of a few. 
months this seed will btf pnlnrged by 
the soil aud the air Jntcr'fcT.'OOO.OOO 
times its original bulk, and this in ad- 
dition 1o a bunch of leaves. It has 
been found by experiment that a turnip 
seed will under fair conditions increase 
its own weight fifteen times in a min- 
ule. Turnips growing in peat ground 
have been found to increase more than 
lo.OOO times the weight of their seed 
in a day.

HINTS FOR FARMERS 


Good Remit* With Pen* »md Cor^u 
At the Tennesseje experiment station. 


Professor A. i(I.< .Soule has found it 
very -satisfactory to sow cowpeas and 
coru together. This is contrary to the 
practice of many farmers, but it bas 
always been noted that when the peas 
were put in considerably later than the 
corn they never mado the same growth 
as when given an equal chance with it 
•Professor Soule saya that in spite of 
the views of many he has never seen 
peas grow so vigorously as to detract 
in any way from the corn crop. In ex- 
periments where the peas have been 
sown later than the corn they have 
never amounted to much. Some may 
urge that peas planted as early as 
corn in the spring will often be lost 
by reason of frost. This may happen 
occasionally, but results show conclu- 
sively that it would be better to take 
tho risk of loss than to diminish the 
pea crop by late sowing. In any event, 
if the peas are destroyed by the first 
planting they can be easily replanted 
by running a single horse drill by the 
corn row on either side. 


The Culture of Ulmbtirb. 


Rhubarb seeds may be sown as enrly 


as the ground can be worked. The soil 
should be well lined aud in good con- 
dition as regards fertility. The seed is 
rather ligftt and should be thinly sown 
and well trodden down after covering 
an inch deep. The rows need not be 
more than a foot apart. The seeds are 
always somewhat slow to germinate, 
and it is essential to keep the soil clear 
of weeds, which would soon strangle 
tlic little plants. Clean and careful 
cultivation should he given the seedling 
throughout the whole growing season. 
The roots may be transplanted to per- 
ii'MJCint bed cither in fall or spring, set- 
ling them about four feet apart each 
way. 
The soil should be hcqvily ma- 


nured and plowed or spaded as deeply 
as possible. The same thorough culti- 
vation should be kept up during 
growth. No stalks should be pulled the 
Ih'bt season after planting, so that no 
return should be expected until the 
third year from seeds.

that in experiments with fodder beets 
followed by wheat in plowing under 
manure as soon as spread or spreading 
it over tho surface of the ground and 
letting it lie two months during the 
winter the former method proved a 
saver of plant food. We never doubt- 
ed that it would be so on certain soils 
and do not feel sure tlint it would 
prove so on all, but we think the lesser 
labor of drawing out in winter and the 
gain of having so much work done bc- 
I'ore the spring planting begins more 
than equals the loss whore the winter 
manure is not washed away by spring 
thaws or rains.—American Cultivator.

The Pressure ol 


The idea that the waves of light pro-

Recently Professor Lebe- 
dew of Moscow has made an experi- 
mental demonstration of the "pressure 
of light." He employs a radiometer re- 
sembling the familiar Crookes radiom- 
eters with their revolving vanes, but 
uses a larger and more completely ex- 
hausted bulb, from which the heating 
effect that is the principal agent in 
moving the Crookes vanes is excluded. 
When the light falls upon the vanes, 
they are dm en before it, and the in- 
tensity of the pressure thus revealed 
comes •uithin 10 per cent of that calcu- 
lated by Maxwell. The effect is inde- 
pendent of the color of the light and 
directly proportional to its energy.

the old Temple farm, near Yorktown, 
,'Va., on whoso broad acres Lord C'orn- 
wallis' troops surrendered to George 
Washington In 1781 at the close of the 
Revolutionary war. The ancient Moore 
liouse, which was the headquarters of 
(Washington, Lafayette and Count de 
Kocluunboau immediately before the 
capitulation of the British, stands on 
the ground, and it Is proposed that the 
government acquire the land and build- 
ing and preserve them as historic spots. 
There are about 500 acres in the Tem- 
ple farm, which has been kept undi- 
vided and in one ownership, and the 
promoters of the plan believe it would 
make a public park in which every pa- 
triotic American would have a keen in- 
terest. The government has erected a 
monument at Yorktown to commemo- 
rate the victory gained over the Brit- 
ish, but it stands in an open, barren 
Hold, without suitable surroundings or 
approaches. The Temple property can 
be purchased for about $80,000.

The Mayor's Inaugural Address. 
Gentlemen of the City Council: — 


it is not my expectation without the 
co-operation of both branches of the 
(,ity 
government, to relieve in 
any 


great degree our city from the burdens 
which she now carries and which if 
continued as for the last ten years will 
undoubtedly end in bankruptcy. 
It 


requires a long and strong pull and 
every energy you possess to 
bring 


about that order of thing that shall 
rebound not only to the Credit of our 
city but to each and every individual 
connected with the city government 
who has the courage of his convic- 
tion. There arc many things 1 desire 
to call to your attention: but I want 
to emphasize here and now that in 
recommending changes in 
different 


departments 1 have only one thing in 
mind, and that is the good of our city. 
We arc not a large city and our wants 
should be governed by that. We arc 
not to ape large and growing cities 
where 
increase 
in 
population and 


values keep pace with increased ex- 
penditures by swelling the amount re- 
ceived for taxation without an 
in- 


crease in the rate. 


Police. 


We have a police force all out of 


proportion to the size of our city. Not 
one word can lie said against its pro- 
ficiency. 
The management is out of 


the hands of the city government and 


have only to pay the bills. I favor 


a commission because it gives stabil- 
ity to the force and removes it from 
the disturbing element of an annual 
city election by the board of aldermen. 
I am informed that it cannot be re- 
duced excopt by resignation, death or 
charges preferred against its mem- 
bers. 
If the act of the 
legislature 


creating this commission fastens on 
our city an expense beyond our con- 
trol, it would certainly bo right and 
proper to go before the next legisla- 
ture and secure such changes in the 
act as would permit us at least to say 
what a force should cost us; 
but 


should you appropriate, a sum 
you 


think sufficient to police our city the 
commission would find some way to 
keep within the appropriation. 
The 


present force is large enough for a 
city of twenty-five thousand Inhabi- 
tants. 
The commission is composed 


of three able and worthy citizens; but 
what encouragement is there for the 
ordinary citizen to advocate retrench- 
ment and reform 
when three such 


me,n a» compose this commission sit 
Idly, by and make no attempt to c\ir- 
taJl In a department which IH radically 
out of proportion to the wants of our 
Hty and in which several thousand 
dollars can be Haved? 


New Charter 


The citl/.enH of our city whould get 


together belore, the 
assembling 
of 


nnother 
legislature 
and 
demand 


amendment*! to our city charter which 
would not only remedy this, but would 
pIve.UH n city Rovernmont In which 


i tb« mayor h«b bomt: power except that 


of looking oh dhd seeing how the gov- 
ernment is run. At the present tirne^ 
the only power enjoyed by the mayor 
is that of appointing a city auditor, 
and of presiding qyer the city council 
and overseers of the poor. The ten-' 
dency during the last ten years has 
been to mine the salaries of the muni- 
cipal officers. 
The increase in indi- 


vidual cases has been small but in the 
aggregate the burden has been larger 
than we could stand. 


There is no reason why the mayor's 


salary should not be placed at ttye old 
figure of $500 per annum. The salary 
of the city clerk should not be over 
$1800 including all feoB. The salaries 
of the members of the board of asses- 
sors, judge of police court and others 
have been raised within a very short 
time. There is no reason why they 
should not go back to their old figures. 
The water 
department 
should 
be 


housed at the city rooms, a saving 
made in rent, and possibly that Of 
clerk hire- This department is under 
the control of a commission appointed 
by the board of aldermen; so it seems 
proper that any suggestion that might 
be made by the appointing 
power 


should have some force. 


Statue of John Fitz Porter. 


There is a deposit to the credit of 


the city the sum of $30,000 which was 
donated to the city for the erection 
of a statue to Gen. Fitz John Poiter. 
On account of a lack of harmony the 
city government of last year made no 
progress in fulfilling the obligations of 
the city in this matter. 
I trust this 


will receive your early attention. 


Overseers of Poor. 


The expenditure of the board 
of 


overseers, is one against which there 
is much complaint, whether justly or 
not I am unable to say. It being my 
duty to preside over this body I shall 
be able to see how matters are car- 
ried on; and I intend to become thor- 
oughly conversant with the doings ol 
tiiis board. I am told that each mem- 
ber of the board takes care of his own 
ward and that every member of the 
board agrees to this and it is made a 
happy lamily by not questioning but 
approving all bills, without debate, 
simply because it is approved by the 
member from that ward. 


Fire Department. 


We have an excellent fire depart- 


ment but should our city grow to twice 
its present size there would be no need 
of increasing the number ol engines 
or hose carriages. Two or three thou- 
sand dollars were added to the ex- 
pense of this department by raising 
salaries the latter part o!' last year. 
This increase was not tolt at 
that 


time because it did not take effect 
till Oct. 1, 1901. I believe in the quick 
hitch and am sure that it has saved 
our city many thousand dollars, es- 
pecially through the efficiency of the 
two-horse 
chemical. This 
arrange- 


ment has made the work of the fire- 
men comparatively light. The cost of 
the quick hitch should be returned to 
us indirectly by a reduced rate of in- 
surace particularly in our dwellings 
whch should cost no more than, in all 
the Massachusetts cities of our class. 


Schools. 


A service of 
nearly 
twenty-five 


years on the school board enables me 
to say that in my 
judgment 
the 


schools of our city were never in bet- 
ter condition. There never was such 
a demand from the suburban towns 
to enter the different grades and the 
committee should at an early 
date 


raise the price of tuition to the ac- 
tual cost. 
There are at the present 


time ninety non-resident pupils attend- 
ing the different schools of our city 
from surrounding towns in order to 
receive the benefit of our school sys- 
tem. 
This department is under ex- 


cellent management and producing ex- 


I 
us a good service; but If the netf Irt-- 
dustry locates in our city, It means a 
large Increase in our population and 
consequent increase in the consump- 
tion of water. 
The future is to be 


looked after and there is a question 
whether the present supply would be 
adequate for a city twice 
our size. 


There seems to be no good reason why 
this department should occupy offices 
apart from the city government. 


Street Department. 


The department which has been cri- 


ticised more than any other is that 
of streets. It has always been a ques- 
tion in my mind who was really re- 
sponsible for this state of affairs. 
It 


has been the custom in recent years 
to elect a street commissioner and 
then for the board of aldermen to loud 
the department with a large number 
of teams and a permanent force large 
enough to take nearly all of the ap- 
propriation leaving only a small sum 
for actual work on the streets. This 
can be remedied by a reduction of 
teams and permanent force now em- 
ployed so that a portion at least of 
the appropriation can be devoted to 
the care of our streets. I trust that 
alter your selection of a competent 
commissioner he may bo given the 
power to employ and discharge the 
men in that department so that there 
shall be no divided responsibility and 
that he shall be held strictly accounta- 
ble to the city government for the 
taithful discharge of his trust. 


City Debt.

Auditor. 


One ot the recent acquisitions at the 


city building I"H that of auditor at a 
salai} oi one thousand dollars per an- 
num, 
wth the present system 
of 


bookkeeping the position of the audi- 
tor scorns to me to be entirely useless. 
There appears nothing for him to do 
but to boo that bills are properly cast 
before being reported to the board oi 
aldermen. The city has long been in 
need ot a system of bookkeeping and 
an auditor to audit and thus avoid 
any recurrence ot the unfortunate cir- 
cumstances of last year. No business 
man or corporation handling nearly a 
quarter of a million of dollars would 
be satisfied with our present mode of 
bookkeeping. Let us be up to date. 


Street Lights and Railways. 


The last city government entered 


into a contract to light our city for 
the torm of ten years. 
One of the 


arguments used was that the company 
asking lor the contract was going to 
erect a plant costing 
$250.000. 
To 


give this contract for so long a term 
was doubtless contrary to the judg- 
ment of the greater part of our citi- 
xons.'who believe that long before that 
torm expires better terms could be 
made. 
It seems that no sooner was 


this contract signed than plans were 
immediately laid to exempt the plant 
from taxation tor a term of ten years. 
This went through with a rush al- 
though it did not seem necessary as 
an inducement for it to locate here 
as work had already been begun on 
the foundation and it was being locat- 
ed here because ther.o was no other 
place for it. A provision of the bill of 
exemption provided that none of the 
old plant should be exempt. This will 
prove of no account because after a 
short time the board of assessors will 
not find any old plant to assess, and 
we have virtually lost the taxes on the 
old plant and will miss taxes on the 
now one that would probably amount 
to $ROOO por 'annum. There is much 
doubt about this being a good busi- 
ness transaction. 


Wo believe in oloctric railroads, but 


should we not have something mprc 
in return for the rights granted? The 
roads contemplated through the coun- 
try should light all the roads through 
which they run In the best manner, 
it is true that judging by the way and 
manner In which the local road has 
been built the management IB anxious 
to leave the roads in im good if not 
hotter condition than it found them; 
out the citizens are xlvlng up a good 
deal when some of the unsightly poles 
are erected along the highways and 
especially iij front of their premises. 


Water Department.

City Farm. 


The city farm seems to be a source 


ol expense and deserves your early 
attention. There is a question in the 
niinds of many of our-citixens whether 
this should not be sold and a portion 
of the proceeds used towards provid- 
ing a moderate and less 
expensive 


abiding place for the unfortunate poor 
that wo have to care for, and the bal- 
ance go towards paying bills already 
contracted. 
This matter should re- 


ceive your attention before the elec- 
tion ol a keeper for the ensuing year. 


Appropriations. 


The old fashioned way of running 


our city was to appropriate money 
for the several departments and to 
keep within the appropriations. All 
matters of expenditures were brought 
before the board and approved by the 
whole board before those'expenditures 
were made. In later years it has been 
the custom to exceed appropriations, 
and to have the chairman of the com- 
mittees do about all the business. 
I 


trust that we may return to the old 
custom, that appropriations will not 
be exceeded, that all matters will be 
brought before the city council and 
that we shall work in harmony. 


Before starting on the work of the 


year I believe it to be necessary that 
a committee should be appointed to 
look up our city debt. Learn the facts 
and publish them, so that our citizens 
may know just what sort of a proposi- 
tion the present city government has 
to contend with, and that the doubt 
and uncertainty which now exist may 
be cleared up. We ought to know the 
exact condition of affairs on Jan. 1, 
1902, 
and then carry the same for- 


ward to March 1, 1902. I will not at- 
tempt at this time to give you these 
tacts as I prefer to have them come 
from a regular authorized committee.
